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In the fall of 1969 I had the good fortune of meeting 
and attending the lectures of Eugene (Gene) A. Al¬ 
bright, founder of the SCIENTIFIC INSTITUTE of 
UNI-CHOTOMETRICS, INC. and author of the book 
“UNI-CHOTOMETRICS ... A NEW WAY OF LIFE”. 
As he tells it, the major motivation of his life has 
been the search for truth. After years of frustration 
the truth came ... not from a teacher or a book but 
from the actual experience of death. In those brief 
moments of eternity, those things which prevented 
knowledge of the REAL BEING were clearly seen 
and recorded. 

This experience and the information it contained be¬ 
came a way of life.

In four parts, this composition is the result of a more 


intuitive rather than intellectual approach to music. 
In Mr. Albright’s terminology “ it is a definition in 
sound structure of the energy being and tends to 
stimulate the feeling of being an energy being, rather 
than physical”. It is with a strong feeling of friend¬ 
ship that this album is therefore dedicated to Gene 
Albright. 

On Side 2, new dimensions of human awareness be¬ 
come possible through the combination of Gene’s 
own creation A UNI-CHOTOMETRIC MEDITATION © 
and the music of STARBODY SUITE. As narrator, 
the quality of Gene’s voice most certainly heightens 
the over-all experience. The word-combinations he 
has chosen contain concepts of AHAMA© as given 
in many of his Uni-chotometrics classes throughout 
the country. In combination with the music, the ef¬ 
fect is most difficult to describe for the entire exper¬ 
ience manifests through those levels of awareness 
which are basically non-verbal. If words were equal 
to the task I would choose three; PEACE, FREEDOM 
and LOVE.

In the fall of 1969 I had the good fortune of meeting 
and attending the lectures of Eugene (Gene) A. Al¬ 
bright, founder of the SCIENTIFIC INSTITUTE of 
UNI-CHOTOMETRICS, INC. and author of the book 
“UNI-CHOTOMETRICS ... A NEW WAY OF LIFE”. 
As he tells it, the major motivation of his life has 
been the search for truth. After years of frustration 
the truth came ... not from a teacher or a book but 
from the actual experience of death. In those brief 
moments of eternity, those things which prevented 
knowledge of the REAL BEING were clearly seen 
and recorded.

The word-combinations he 
has chosen contain concepts of AHAMA© as given 
in many of his Uni-chotometrics classes throughout 
the country. In combination with the music, the ef¬ 
fect is most difficult to describe for the entire exper¬ 
ience manifests through those levels of awareness 
which are basically non-verbal. If words were equal 
to the task I would choose three; PEACE, FREEDOM 
and LOVE.
